Coal Dealers’ Licenses, Hospital Mat- 
ters and Sundry Other Subjects 
Discussed. i hae 


The last meeting of the 1921 City 
Council was held in the Council Cham- 
ber on Friday evening, Mayor Collison 
in the chair, Aldermen Stone, Turn- 
bull, Best and Goodey in attendance. 

The Commissioner reported on the 


. recent elettions of .\ldermen ang Pub- 


licSchool Trustees as already report- 
ed in the local press. *. 

The Registrar. of Lands returned 
transfers forwarded by the city under 
the Tax Recovery Act. The Order-in- 
Council passed by the government pre- 
vented him from acting on them. 

The C.N.R. wrote that they were 
sending transfers {n accordance with 
the agreement with the city, and hop- 
ed to have cheque in the city’s hand 
by the end of the year. 

Dawe & Pamely wrote that the 
valuation of buildings had been com- 
pleted, and cited facts concerning the 
amount of detailed work that had been 
involved. 

Payne & Graham, solicitors, sent 
copy of Judge’s order in regard to 
North Red Deer Tax Sale. 

Mr. McGregor wrote on behalf of 
the joint lodge committee, thanking 
the Council for offer re. lots opposite 
city hall. The committee expects to 
enter into contract with the. city be- 
fore the option expires and proceed 
she construction of the proposed 

all. - 

The Workmen’s Compensation 
Board wrote re. assessment forms, also 
a technical communication re. merit 
rating, which even the City Commis- 
sioner had not solved, ; 


TO LICENSE COAL DEALERS 


Letters from the Smith Lumber Co. 
and the J. Malcolm Co. opened the 
question of the licensing of coal and 
wooqg dealers. The latter firm point- 
ed out that only two, or possibly 3, of 
the 10 or 12 dealers in coal and wood 
were paying a business tax, and both 
suggested a license fee instead of the 
tax. : 

There was considerable discussion 
on the subject, on which it was evi- 
dent that the Council did not wish to 
interefre with bona fide farmers or citi- 
zens who were resorting to the haul- 
ing of Red Deer River coal as a means 
of gaining a liveliiood during the win- 
ter. It was also agreeg that no license 
could be collected from parties who 
brought in carloads for their own use. 

The Commissioner was instructed to 

prepare a by-law to be submitted to the 
new Council for the licensing of coal 
and wood-dealers, including anyone 
who brought in a carload or more on 
speculation. All teams delivering 
would also have to be licensed. 


“HOSPITAL FINANCING 


The J. Malcolm Co. wrote that the 
Memorial Hospital owed the company 
the sum of $802.09, which was mostly 
on account of insurance payable to 
the ctiy, ang asked that they be given 
credit for their tnxes on account of 
this indebtedness, which appeared to 
be a city Mability. 

It was agreed that the new Council 
would have to deal with Hospital 
finances very early in the year, and 
the Malcolm Co. request was left over 
for sympathetic consideration.

“The Advocate Man” Goes Off. 5 1 
- at Half- 
Cock In a Pointless : Appeal ‘Against 


Red Deer Land Assessment. 


“The Advocate-Man” has a 
against all the 1922 ausousmment wor 
land in this municipality and school-” 
district as being too low. In view of 
the fact that he has given his argu- 
ment in the news columns of his paper, 
it. is evident that his real purpose is 
to “start something.” By thia move 
he has thrown the subject into the 
arena of public discussion without « 
waiting for the formality of.a meeting 
of the Court of Revision. — : 

His reason No. 1 is to the effect that 
the assessment on the Advocate build. 
ing and lot for 1922 is lower than the 
assessment on the land alone for 1921: 
He believes that the land is assessed 
below ite value and at a figure which 
he would not take for the lot. Well, 
what's the odds? He does not produce 
proof that anybody else would be wil- 
ling to pay the price that he asks for 
his lot, hence his ideas do not neces- 
sarily establsh market values. And, 
in any case, what reason has he to 
demand that the land shall be assess- 
ed at Its full market value. Doesn't 
he hope thereby to boleter up __ fic- 
titlous values of real estate and en- 
able himself and others to pad their 
bank statements? The assessed val- . 
ues of Red Deer real estate have 
been a public laughing stock long 
enough, and the Commissioner is to be 
commended for recognizing the actual 
conditions and not catering to the 
Idea of inflated values that cursed the 
city some years ago. 

His reason No. 2 is an academic 
argument in which he admits the 
one eésential condition that his 
land assessment is equitable as com- 
pared with others. And bécause he 
cannot appeal on the basis of in- 
equality, his desire to see his own 
value maintained at a fictitious value, 
prompts him to ask that all assess- 
ments be raised, regardless of the 
wishes of the owners. The News 
protests against such action, merely 
to gratify the whims of the Advocate 
man. 

His reason No. 3 is that there is 
nothing in the conditions governing 
the value of land as between 1921 and 
1922 to warrant a 50 percent. cut in 
land assessment. If the city erred in 
1922 by supporting fictitious values 
which had come as a legacy from the 
boom days, is that any reason why it 
should not get down to a common 
sense basis sooner or later? Why not 
now? The eins of 1921 give no ade- 
quate reason for rejecting the virtues 
of 1922. 

His reason No. 4 is a veiled accusa- 
tion that Commissioner Stephenson, 
as assessor, has taken a false dec- 
laration, either last year or this, as to 
“fair actual value.” 

It is one of the distinguishing marks 
of a wise man that he is_ willing to 
learn by experience, and Commiesion- 
er Stephenson could not close his eyes 
to events of the past year. The Equali- 
zation Board’s rating of Red Deer, pub- 
lished during the year, indicated 
plainly that the old basis of assess- 
ment could not be defended success- 
fully in the courts. Judicial decis- 
ions all indicated that the bench fav- 
ored lower assessments. Red Deer 
was riding to a fall, and the Commis- 
sioner has been wise enough to make 
the reduction before the courts order- , 
ed it, as they certainly would have: 
done on the first application. f 

His reason No. 5 is an argument: 
based on his own opinion, which is 
seriously open to question. It should 
be just as easy to increase the assess- 
ment under the impending pressure 
when the time comes, as to do it now 
on the Advocate man’s prophecy of 
dire necessity. It ought to be very . 
gratifying to him at some future date 
to be able to say “I told you so.” : 

His reason No. 6 is based on the 
supposition that the legislature order- | 
ed the assessment of improvements 
for the sole purpose-of boosting the 
total assessment of the city, whereas 
the legislature was interested in find- 
ing new sources of revenue. A lower 
assessment merely means a higher tax 
rate to produce the same revenue. The 
lowered land assessment does not 
defeat the purpose of the legislature, 
but rather increases the proportion of 
the revenue that will be raised on im- 
provements. A glimpse at the tax 
sale lists is conclusive evidence that 
the policy of high assessment on 
vacant lands is a delusion and a 
snare. 

His reason No. 7 is also academic, 
baseq solely on his own belief and 
opinion. Nobody doubts that the 
combined assessment is lower than 
last year’s land assessment, but most 
people are perfectly satisfied that it 
should be, and protest against any 
change merely to suit the convenience 
of “the Advocate man.”

THE PACIFIC'S 


AWAKENING 


THE WEST'S GREAT FUTURE 


“British Columbia—The awakening 


of the Pacific,” was the subject of a 
paper read before the Dominions and 


Colonies Section of the Royal Society |

The cutting of the Panama Canal," 


Mr. Wade pointed out, had reduced 
the distance by sea from Liverpool 
to Victoria, British Columbia, from 
14,558 miles to 8,512. 
beween the all-sea route by _ the 
canal and the sea and land route by 
the Atlantic and Montreal 
2,660 miles. What this reduction 
meant to commerce and civilization in 
and around the Pacific could scarcely 
be conjectured. 

It was too soon to make a compari- 
son of the freight rates from the Pa- 
cific Coast and Central Canada to 
Europe by the Panama Canal and the 
rates across the Continent and the 
Atlantic. Traffic by the new route 
was only in its inception, and rates 
had not become stabilized. But the 
Vancouver route embraced a much 
larger proportion of water mileage, 
and it was on the water that the 
greatest competition existed, and 
consequently the greatest tendency 
to shrinkage in rates.

with Diesel engines were cheapening 
water transport. Lines of motor 
freighters operating out of Vancouver 
were being run at a saving of one- 
third on the cost of steam transport. 

It was no rash prophecy that before 
Jong the great bulk of the grain of 
Western Canada would adopt the sea 
route. Indeed, the movement was 
already in full swing. In February 
the first direct commercial shipment 
of Canadian wheat was brought from 
Vancouver to London, ang during the 
fiscal year ened June 30, 20 cargoes 
aggregating 138,435 tons, were carried 
from British Columbia to the United 
Kingdom and Northern Europe. 

The wheat centres of Western Can- 
ada were much nearer to the Pacific 
than to the Atlantic seaboard. Just 
as the Great Divide marks the point 
where the great rivers had their com- 
mon source and separaled to flow 
east and west, there was a great econ- 
omic divide between conditions and 
distances which would determine how 
much of the products of Central and 
Western Cavs’: would be carried 
east and west. Whether that point 
was Regina or Monse Jaw remained 
to be determined. It had also to be 
considered” that the great inland 
waterways of Canada were available 


only in the summer months. Another 
factor which alone would force the 
adoption of the western route for 


moving a great part of the crop was 
the danger of freight congestion and 
shortage of cars in the east. 
THE LIVERPOOL OF 
THE PACIFIC 

It had been estimated that the 
arable lang of Western Canada com- 
prised 333,000,000 acres, as against 
160,000,000 acres in Bastern Canada. 
On this basis it was evident that the 
products and traffic of Western Canada 
might some day double those of Bast- 
ern Canada. There had been a great 
increase {n the shipping activity of the 
port of Vancouver during the past 
year or so. For the fiscal year end- 
ed March 31, 1918, the number @f sea- 
going and coasting vessels outwards 
and inwards was 22,985, with a regis- 
tered tonnage of 10,890,748 tons. The 
number of ships which passed through 
the Suez canal in 1900 was only 3,441, 
with 13,695,238 tons gross measure- 
ment. Tt could not be long before 
Vancouver became the Liverpool of 
the Pacific and Victoria and Prince 
Rupert great ocean ports.

Of several texts that would form an 
appropriate basis fot the study of 
Christian Science, the following two 
appeal to me as most suitable: John 
8:32—Ye ehall-know the truth and the 
truth shall make you free; 1 Thess> 
5:21—Prove all things, hold fast that 
which is good. 


May I say in beginning this study 
that my only motive in doing so fe the 
interests of truth. I have no {ll will 
to the organization that calls itself a 
Christian Science Church or to any 
person. The one-sided presentation of 
the case by official lecturers who have 
visited Red Deer recently has convinc- 
ed me that a statement of the facts of 
the case_is essential in the Interests 
of the truth. The Attorney-General of 
Alberta in an address to'the Social 
Service Council made a remark as an 
side to the effect that human nature is 
avery peculiar thing. Before we have 
finished this study we shall agree that 
this observation has a good deal of 
justification when applied to the atti- 
tude of people to this system that has 
heen accepted as a religion. In the 
course ‘of this study I must state the 
facta exactly as I believe them to be 
from a somewha! careful study of the 
history and teaching of this organiza- 
tion, whether this statement is agree- 
able or disagreeable is a matter that 
cannot be considered. These lecturers 
who visit Red Deer and other places 
are members of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of what is called the mother 
church, Their lectures muet all be 
censored before they are allowed to 
fo out. From this censored lecture | 
they must not depart even to express !

If any one criticiz- 
es their attitude by writing to the 
press, a representative of the publicity 
committee, also a church official with 
a definite district assigned to him, 
gets busy, takes up the criticism, dis- 
tributes copies of ‘the paper containing 
his criticism, not forgetting headquar- 
ters, that he may justify his official | 
position as a publicity representative.

The manual that 
directs the services and activities of 
all the local science churches has been 
made unchangeable by Mrs. Eddy ina 
de Jaration shortly before her death, 
This same manual requires these 
travelling lecturers to bear testimony 
to the facts pertaining to the life of 
the Pastor Emeritus, Mrs. Eddy. When 
you remember that these lectures are 
all censored at headquarters you will 
understand the extravagant language 
used by them whenever they refer to 
her. This text calls upon us to know 
the trutli) and I am going to give you 
some of the true facts about the life 
of Mrs. Eddy. This statement of facts 
is taken from the record of different 
authors some of whom have challeng- 
ed Mrs. Eddy to bring them into court 
for libel, and all of whom would be 
Hable to such a charge if their state- 
ments could be proved to be false. 
Their challenge has not been taken up 
by Mrs. Eddy or by any of her discipl- 
es. In her autobiography Mrs. Eddy 
gays, “My ancestors, according to the 
flesh. were from both Scotland and 
Bngland; my great grandfather on 
my father’s side being John McNeil of 
Edinburgh. In the line of my grand- 
mother's family waé the late Sir John 
MeNeil, a Scotch knight, who was 
prominent in British politics and at 
one time held the position of ambas- 
sador to Persia.” This was soon chal- 
lenged by Mrs. Florence MacAlister of 
Aberdeen, who wrote in the London 
Truth: “I am the only married grand- 
child of the late Rt. Hon. Sir John 
McNeil who was prominent in British 
polities anq ambassador to Persia, 
and Mrs. Eddy is certainly not my 
daughter, My mother, Margaret 
Ferooza MacNeil, was the only child 
of his that reached maturity, though 
he was three times married; she mar- 
ried my father, Duncan Stewart, R.N., 
now captain, retired and died in 1871. 
Of her six children 1 died unmarried 
3 years ago; 5 survive, of whom 4 are 
unmarvied-—I wrote to the editor of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal (where Mrs. 
Kddy's statement had appeared) ask- 
ing him to publish a correction and I 
sent a copy of the letter to Mrs. Eddy 
herself. She did not reply at all, and 
he excused himself from publishing it 
on the ground that the correction 
could not appear for 5 months.” This 
is a sample of the reliability of stuate- 
ments made about this so-called pro- 
phetess. Mrs. Mary Baker Eddy was 
the sixth and voungest child of Mark 
end Abigail Baker, and was born near 
Concord, N.H., on July 16th, 1821. Her 
people were rugged hard working folk 
with very litle education, They at- 
tended the congregational church near 
their home, Her father was a man of 
very narrow experience but of intense 
relinious conviction, The old farm- 
house has become a sort of shrine to 
which many of the faithful make pil- 
zrimages.

As a girl she went to 
school very little. Her own tales 
about her knowledge of Hebrew, Greek 
and Latin is as reliable as the story 
about her ancestry. She had a very 
quick and ungovernable temper. When 
she did not want to do anything eke 
woulg throw herself on the ground in 
a fit of temper. Instead of taking the 
strap to her, her parents let her do as 
she liked and she continued ll 
through her life to show the same sgel- 
fish and ungovernable temper, with 
the result that no one could live with 
her except on the condition of abso- 
lute obedience. This condition gov- 
erns the whole organization of the 
church that calls her Leader and once 
called her Mother. While she claimed 
1o be divinely inspired, her character 
in later years makes it look much 
more like selfishness and fear of 
criticism or rivalry than anything elge. 
When 22 years of age she married the 
son of one of the neighbours, George 
Washington Glover. He lived only 3 
months after the marriage. One eon 
was born to her_and named aitcr his 
This son, her only child, she 
put out to a woman who had worked 
for her when he was born, and _ this 
woman raised him as her own child. 
Being an uneducated wom herself, 
the boy received no education, and 
when he was 65 years could neither 
reag nor write; but his own mother, 
the so-called Divine Revelator, took 
no interest whatever in him. - Mrs. 
Eddy says: “A mother’s affectign can- 
not be weaned from her child, because 
the mother love includes purity and 
courtesy, both of which are immortal. 
Therefore maternal affection lives on 
under whatever difficulties. He seems 
to have inherited his mother’s love 
for money, and when he saw the im- 
menée fortune that his mother was 
gathering in from the faithful he de- 
cided to get a share. He took action 
in law, but agreed to sign off his 
rights for $300,000. In 1853 she inar- 
tiled Dr. Daniel Patterson, a dentist, 
from whom in 1873 she secured a di- 
vorce. This was 7 years after she 
claims to have received her’ divine 
revelation. Mrs. Eddy says: “The 
nuptial vow shoulq never be annulled 
so long as the morale of marriage is 
preserved.” The official record of the 
court shows that the charge was ae- 
sertion. On January 1st, 1877, 11 
years after she claims to have receiv- 
ed her divine revelation, she married 
Gilbert Asa Eddy. The official record 
of her third marriage shows her signa- 
ture and her statement that she was 
then 40 years of age. The fact ia that 
she was then 56 years of age, but 16 
years are of no account to one who 
explains all awkward circumstances 
by her theory of mortal mind and un- 
reality, etc. On Mr. Eddy’s death she 
gave out the statement that he had 
died of arsenic poison, mentally ad- 
ministered, thought into him by her 
enemies. The fact is that Dr. Rufus 
Noyes, of Boston, made an autopsy cn 
the body of Mr. Eddy and showed her 
the diseased condition of the heart 
from which he had died. Yet it was 
after this that she issued the statement 
about the arsenic poisoning. This is 
the woman of whom these letturers 
spealt with bated breath and upturned 
eyes and who say only what the cen- 
sors at headquarters allow them to 
say. Mrs. Eddy lived to the gooil old 
age of 86 years, and then iff spite of 
all her denials of the reality of death 
she went the way of all flesh. The 
historical method is the sound method 
of study. This is my reason for tak- 
ing some time to give a brief picture 
of the life of Mrs. Eddy that you will 
never hear from lecturers, and as a 
candidate for membership in the Chris- 
tian Science church is forbidden to 
read anything but the Bible and Chris- 
tian Science text books that give Mrs. 
Eddy’s interpretation of the Bible, I 
think it my duty to give the facts so 
that people may know the system, not 
as Mrs. Eddy or any of the censored 
lecturers give it, but as it is in the 
light of all the facts.

A pair of hand- 
some Arabian horses, splendid coach, 
etc., he himself dressed to represent 
the Aaronic High Priest as the 3rd 
Llijah. Though Dowie gathered a lot 
of money from his faithful ones, he 
was no match for Mrs. Eddy in this 
fine art. In her so-called college, the 
faculty consisted of herself, her hus, 
band and her adopted son, who after- 
wards adopted the same tactics as his 
foster brother to get his share when 
he was turned out; her students were 
given seven lessons for the small sum 
of $300.00. Of thfs fee Mrs. Eddy 
says, “When God impelled me to eet 
a price of Christian Science mind heal- 
ing I could think of no {financial equiv- 
alent for the impartation of a know- 
ledge that di¢ine power which heals; 
but I was led to name $300.00 as the 
price for each pupil in one course of 
lessons at my college; a startling eum 
for tuition lasting barely 3 weeks. This 
amount greatly troubled me. I shrank 
from asking it, but was finally led by 
a strange providence to accept this 
fee. God has since shown me in mul- 
titudinous ways the wisdom of this de- 
cision.” According to her own state- 
ment she had 4000 students in 7 years. 
Her text book Science ang Health has 
been issued in over 200 editions and 
the faithful are urged to possess the 
latest copy, though a new edition 
sometimes has only a few sentences 
added to a former edition. Each 
copy costs from 3 to 5 dollars, accord- 
ing to binding. Another source of 
money was a_ spoon-manufacturing 
plant and each spoon selling at from 
3 to 5 dollars with her picture for the 
faithful to adore, her photograph, etc. 
Is it any wonder that she was able to 
amass millions. The Annex, not the 
Church itself, cost a cool $2,000,000. 
Since her death the Board of Directors 
and the Board of Trustees of the 
mother church have been having a 
steady lawsuit over her millions and 
to decide who is to be the new 
Autocrat of the system.

What claim has Christian Science to 
be calleq Christian? Let us briefly 
examne a few of its doctrines in mat- 
ters of religion. The key to any relig- 
fous system is its doctrine of-God. In 
answer to the question, Do I believe 
in a personal God, Mrs. Eddy says: “I 
believe in God as a Supreme Being. I 
know not what the person of omni- 
potence and omnipresence is or what 
the infinite includes; therefore I wor- 
ship that of which I can conceive, first 
as a loving father ang mother; then 
as thought ascends the scale of being 
to divine consciousness, God becomes 
to me as the Apostle who declared it— 
God is love—divine principle which I 
worship." “To impersonalize scien- 
tifically the material sense of exis- 
tence ratker than cling to personality 
“God is not 
influenced by man.” “To address 
Deity as a person impedes spiritual 
progress and hides truth.” The above 
are samples of the official teaching 
which this so-called divine prophetess 
receiveq in her special revelations, 
No one will be surprised to learn that 
no audible prayers are allowed by 
Mrs. Eddy’s arbitrary manual in the 
local Christian Science church, except 
the Lord’s prayer with her absurd com- 
ments ds forexample when she begins 
this prayer, Our Father, Mother, God, 
etc. With an inconsistency that char- 
acterises the whole system she allows 
private prayer or silent prayer in 
church. Her teachings about Jesus 
are more plasphemous, which I think 
is the proper word to describe them. 
“The Christ dwelt forever an idea in 
the bosom of God the divine principle, 
of the man Jesus.” “The Star of 
Bethlehem is the Star of Boston.” 
“Jesus came to seek and to save such 
as believe in the reality of the unreal; 
to save them from false belief.” I 
need not multiply quotations from the 
official text book. Regarding the third 
person of the Trinity, she says: “John 
the Baptist prophesied the coming of 
the immaculate Jesus and John saw 
in those days the spiritual idea as the 
Messiah who would baptize with the 
Holy Ghost—Dvine Science. In ‘refer- 
ence to Jesus’ promise to send the 
Comforter, Mrs. Eddy says that the 
Comforter here refers to Christian 
Science. Next week we shall see 
some interesting attempts to explain 
the scriptures to harmonize with ‘her 
dreams. For people who haven't lost 
all sense of humor they are amusing, 
and it is not strange that Mark Twain 
found here a rich field for his wit. 

This so-called Christian system de- 
nies the personalfty of God, the 
deity of Jesus Christ and makes his 
atoning work consist in saving people 
who believe in the reality of the un- 
real. that he is ranked as one of the 
chief lecturers for the Christian Sci- 
ence cult, the Holy Ghost is simply a 
phrase to signify Christian Science. 
I do not hesitate to affirm not~ only 
emphatically but dogmatically that this 
cult has forfeited every appearance of 
a claim to be called Christian. Next 
week we shall see that it has equally 
forfeited every claim to be called sci- 
ence.

The advent of the year 1922 is some- 
thing more than a mere indication of 
the passing of time. It has been free- 
ly prophesied that 1922 would witness 
a decided improvement in conditions, 
hence much is expected of it. 

The new year, however, will be what 
the people make it, to a large extent. 
Depresson is not a condition, so much 
as it is an attitude. The extent of its 
existence depends on the frame of 
mind in which the people live and 
move. 

There is no use sitting down sedate- 
ly, waiting to see what the year will 
bring. It is time for action. It is up 
to you. That is the challenge of the 
new year. : : 

Where there have been petty bick- 
erings, forget about them. Unity of 
purpose alone will carry us through 
to a periog of sane prosperity. Fric- 
tion is as destructive to the social 
mechanism as it is to the engine or 
the motor. 

Broaden out. There is a strong 
tendency to narrowness and exclusive- 
ness through which our citizenship 
might shrivel and contract until we 
strangle by the withering of our own 
powers of advancement. This does 
not necessarily mean a wide open 
town, but it does mean toleration and 
sympathy for our fellow citizens, and 
recognition of real ability, without the 
dictation of cliques or factions. 

Take men as you find them. There 
is no royal road to favor and patronage 
fn the true democracy that should 
characterize the year 1922. 

Red Deer has been noteq for its 
progressive public spirit in the past. 
Shall we assume and hold the leader- 
ship of Central Alberta in a very 
real sense in the year that hae just 
dawned? It is up to you. If you are 
a knocker, cut it out, or exchange plac- 
es with somebody else who will come 
here and be a credit and a help to the 
city and district. There is no time of 
day for the grouse; he belongs to the 
dark ages. 

In short, the challenge of the new 
year is a call to Sane industrious 
citizenship. A man must earn the 
dollar that he gets in 1922. No place 
for the laggard, the time-server, or the 
leech upon society, if Red Deer, if Al- 
berta, {f Canada, are to do their part 
in making the year 1922 a period of 
eubstantial progress and prosperity. 
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HE DOTH OBJECT TOO MUCH 


Premier-elect King is objecting to 
the seating of Hon. Arthur Meighen 
in the house of commons, as member 
for Grenville county, Ontario, in the 
‘way proposed. The member-elect for 
that constituency has accepted an 
office of emolument under the crown, 
and his seat thereby becomes vacant, 
thus leaving an opening by which the 
presumptive leader of the opposition 
may make an early entry into parlia- 
ment. This, Mr. King says, is high- 
handed, morally indefensible, and 
worthy of the resentment and disap- 
proval of the Canadian public. 

The fact has been overlooked by 
Mr. King that the re-seating of a de- 
feated candidate is always and neces- 
sarily a matter of more or less tech- 
nicality and strategy. If Mr. Meighen 
was to be in the house at all—which 
has been generally acknowledged as 
desirable—it must have been by way 
of some one else's seat, and the mem- 
ber for Grenville has withdrawn = In 
his favor. He has done it in guch a 
fashion as to ensure immediate action 
ang the presence of Mr. Meighen in 
the house, probably as leader of the 
opposition, from the first, which also 
is desirable from a public point of 
view. 

That this course is technical and 
strategic, and even fhat it is some- 
what clever, may be admitted, hut that

To the Editor, Red Deer News. 
Dear Sir,— 

Prohibitionists are te]ling us that 
the country is growing eo much bet- 
ter because men’s minds and brains 
are clear of the effects of intoxicating 
drinks. They tell us one day the law 
can be and is enforced, and that it is 
& success; that jails and prisons are 
empty and idle; and the next day they 
tell us that the law is not being en- 
forced, that officials are not doing 
their duty, that judges should be “im- 
peached,” that the law is inadequate 
and must be amended—must be made 
more prohibitive, must write more 
“thou shalt not” into it.

Well, I am willing 
to leave it to the readers of your 
paper if their is no booze floating 
around today. Anyway the attorney- 
general is puzzled to know what to do 
to malre the province dry. There is 
law enough to make us all saints, but 
75 percent. of the men and a large 
percent. of the women are laughing at 
it; it is a joke. 

Has prohibition made us better? It 
is a much debated question. My 
answer would be yes, in some respecte, 
but in others it has made us worse in 
my opinion. All of the amendments to 
the prohibition act, the act I mean that 
was passed in 1915 and came into 
effect in 1916, has been detrimental 
and demoralizing to our manhood and 
‘should be repeajed. * 

To be drunk before 1916 was a sin 
against God, now it is a double sin, 
against God and the state, for a well 
man to get liquor now he must tell a 
lie or hire someone to tell a lie for 
him, or deal with a bootlegger or a 
moonshiner, and when he has got it 
he must hide in a dark corner or ally 
to drink it. Even to make rhubarb 
wine is a sin against the state. In 
what clase do the prohibitionists place 
our Saviour? 

As to the question has prohibition 
made us better, I would ask you to 
publish as a part of this letter two 
news items from a paper published in 
Oconto Co., Wisconsin. 


Drives Wife From Home; Gets 60 
Days in County Bastile 

“The drive against moonshine still 
continues. 

Monday morning, Gilbert Smith, of 
the town of Armstrong, charged with 
having been intoxicated on a brand of 
moonshine described by him as a 
“corn blend” was arraigned before 
Justice of the Peace Donlevy and was 
sentenced to serve sixty days in the 
county jail at hard labor. The sheriff 
will provide the required work. 

Smith, according to word brought to 
the authorities here, arrived at his 
home in Armstrong Saturday evening 
while under the influence of liquor 
and proceeded to drive his wife and 
family out of the house. The authori- 
ties were notified and Smith was 
brought to this city Sunday. On 
Monday, he received sentence before 
Justice DonLevy. 

When’ arrested, Smith ie said to 
have had a bottle of moonshine on his 
person. When questioned as to what 
it was, he told the authorities that it 
was a “corn-blend.” 

Convictions on Law Violatjons Will 
Reach 100 

“The number of convictions secured 
in Oconto county this year for viola- 
tions of the state laws will break all 
previous ‘records. 

To date, a total of 93 convictions 
have been secured and the number 
will go over the hundred mark before 
the end of the year, it is expected. 
This is by+far the greatest number 
of convictions ever secured in this 
county, and does not include fines

SLEEP WHEN YOU 
WANT TO, RULE 
OF NORTHERNERS 


Continual Daylight Induces Forgetful- 
ness of Time in Arctic. 


Ottaw@—After spending the sum- 
mer at the Fort Norman oil fields, 
where he put the government on the 
map, O. S. Finnie, of the Mining and. 
Yukon branch of the department of the 
interior, has returned optimistic as to 
the future development and success of 
thenorthern qistrict. He is convinced 
that there is vast quantities of oil in 
the field, although the discovery well 
is proving to be the only steady pro- 
ducer so far, The problem of bring- 
ing the oil to civilization will be solv- 
ed, he believes, when the development 
of the field warrants the establishing 
of an oil transportation system. 

The discovery well at Fort Norman 
is playing an important part in the 
lives of those living in the district. 
Formerly oil and gasoline brought in 
from civilization sold for $3.00 a gal- 
lon, but now the local demand is sup- 
plied direct from the well, and at a 
much lower price. Mr. Finnie says 
that the geological formation of the 
area indicates the presence of oil. 

When Mr. Finnie ‘first went into 
the Fort Norman field, he was com- 
pelled to transaét business in his tent 
or on the butt of a convenient tree. 
He however was successful in erect- 
ing government buildings, where 
licenses for prospecting can be 6e 
cured and permits and claims register: 
ed. The Bank at Fort Norman does 
businese in a tent, but buildings are 
in course of construction. 

Samples of oil brought out show 
23.8 per cent. of gasoline, 38.2 per cent. 
illuminating oil, 33.7 percent. lubricat- 
ing oil, and 4.0 percent. medium lubri- 
cating oil. 

A peculiar thing about the  north- 
ern area is that vegetables grow ex, 
ceptionally well. Potatoes, turnips, 
celery and other ordinary vegetables 
are yielding excellent crops. This {s 
largely due to the long days. Once 
during his trip, a native accosted Mr. 
Finnie with a request for the time of 
day. “It’s 11 o’clock,” was the reply. 

“Day or night?” returned the na- 
tive, with a languid glance at the sun, 
which had been shining continuously 
for days. 

The long days, Mr. Finnie gays, 
apparently take away all sense of 
time from the natives, who eat when 
they are hungry and sleep when they 
want to, without reference to the usual 
guiding hours.

Paris, December 23.—Premier Bar- 
on Takarhashi, of Japan, is quoted by 
the Tokio correspondent of the news- 
paper Excelsior as declaring: 

“The quadruple entente, which for 
Japan replaces the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance, is much wider in bearing 
and removes all chances of war. 

OPENS NEW EPOCH 

“IT venture to say,” he continued, 
“that the Washington conference 
has opened @ new epoch in the 
Pacific ang the world. I not only 
-believe that the entente will result in 
making the Japanese people happier, 
because it will Hghten their burdens, 
but further than that, by reason of 
the guarantee we obtain, the position 
of Japan is strengthened in the Far 
East.” 

UNPLBASANT FOR JAPAN 

In regard to China, the premier 
was quoted as saying: “China is in 
an advanced stage of decomposition. 
It will be an unpleasant situation for 
Japan, and a misfortune for China, if, 
as the result of her anarchy, she does 
not co-operate with the friendly pow- 
ers seeking to bring about her unifica- 
tion.” 

“AN ABSURD FABLB” 

Baron Takahashi concluded by 
chgracterizing the report’ that Japan 
had designs. on French Indo-China 
as “an absurd fable which has no 
foundation in the past, and will not 
have in the future.” If there was any 
discussion in Japan about Indo-

The speed at which Canadian products can be put.on the market in England was strikingly 
demonstrated recently. 
The Department of Colonization and.Development of the Canadian Pacific Raiiway 
recently shipped by Dominion Express on the “Empress of Britain” a consignment of 
| Canadian apples for exhibition at 62-65, Charing Cross, and the other offices of the com- 
pany in Europe. The apples came from various Canadian provinces, and it is interesting 
to note that some of them actually left the producer and were on show in less than eight 


aT” 


days. 


Dominion Express vans collected them, and at 8 o’clock thg 
windows of the Canadian Pacific at Charing Cross, with a card reading, ‘Canadian apples,. 
from producer to consumer in less than eight days.” 
Though Canada is three thousand miles from England, our system of quick trans- 
rtation is bringing us nearer to that country every day. Recently the “Empress of 
ritain” went to Liverpool and back to Quebec in 15 days, including the time taken in 


appearance, and possessed a most 
courteous and genial disposition. He 
Ws looked upon as one of the most 
capable “commanders sailing from 
the Mersey, and he performed ex- 
cellent service during the war years. 

Captain Cook was born at Tay- 
port, and joined the Allan Line in 
1593 as fourth offizer of the “Cartha- 
ginian.”

he was given the command of the 
“Alsatian,” at that time flagship to 
the 10th Cruiser Squadron of the 
North Atlantic. 

Following the Armistice, the Can- 
adian Pacific Company retained him 
as commander of the “Alsatian,” 
which liner, following her conversion 
from war service, was renamed the 
“Empress of France.” Captain Cook 
has since sailed regularly on this 
liner, and he was very highly es- 
teemed by ccean travellers, including 
such distingiished passengers on the 
“Exrpress of France” as the Duke 
and Duchess of Devonshire, Lord 
Byng (Governor-General of Canada), 
and the Rt.

They were immediately placed on board the Canadian Pacific liner “Empress of Britain,” 
which arrived Liverpool on Tuesday morning, Nov. 8. Before the last passenger was off the 
ship the apples were discharged, whisked in Dominion Express motors to the special train 
to Euston Station, London, which was reached soon after 2 p.m. the same day.

OVER $1,000 
WHISKY FINES 


The Provincial Police, under Inspec- 
tor Fisher, are making it hot for 
bootleggers and whisky still men 
these days. Detective Scott and the 
men on the force are keenly alert and 
they are becoming a mighty force to be 
reckoned with by evildoers. Last week 
two men from near Bentley, named 
Swinton and Montgomery, were 
brought before Justices Kent and 
Carswell for having a still on their 
premises and for manufacturing whis- 
ky. The still of Montgomery was 
produced and a quantity of the liquor 
also. They pleadeq guilty, and Mont- 
gomery was fined $400 and costs of 
court or twelve months in jail. Swin- 
ton was fined $375 or nine months. 
Swinton claimed another party had 
been making whisky on his place and 
had left for parts unknown. He had 
just tried. to make the stuff for fun, 
and had made‘ a failure of it. A still 
was found in Montgomery’s granary 
covered with chop, and was in regular 
working order. Another case was 
trieq by Justice of the Peace Kent and 
Inspector Fisher, and a $300 fine im- 
posed. D. G. Horn, inland revenue 
officer, prosecuted. 

This will be a warning to those who 
think they can put one over on the 
police, and should put a stop to the 
manufacture of a concoction that 
might very easily kill a man at the 
first dose. 

These fines, together with the 
cases ‘from Ardley, make a total of 
nearly $2,000 that Justice Kent Itas 
imposed in one short month.
